Do not Sit facing the 
K 'aba nor sit with back towards ka'aba. 



THE METHOD OF CLEANLINESS: 

Take three or five pieces of sod in your left hand, wipe off the impurity with first, 
then wash with water thoroughly, Then, wash both your hands with soap or mud, 

COVER YOUR HEAD: 

When entering the toilet, cover your head with a cap and wear slippers. 

DUA TO BE RECITED WHEN COMING OUT OF THE TOILET : 

One should come out of the toilet placing his right foot first 
and the following dua should be recited. 
"ALHAMDUULLAHILLAZI AZHABA ANIL WA AAFANI" 
(Nisaa'l ibn-e-maja) 

QUANTITY OF IMPURITY WHICH CAN BE EXCUSED: 

Solid impurity like excreta blood etc. is excusable upto 5 grams. 
Liquid impurity like urine.Alchohol etc. is excusable if it is of 
the size of a rupee cion or of the quantity which can be 
held in the hollow of a plam (Nisaab). 

THE URINE OF A HALAL ANIMAL 

(Perimitted Animal) 

The urine of a halal animal is excusable if it covers less than one fourth part 
of the body or clothing (To be excusable means that if one has offered one's 
prayer with such impurity on the body or clothes, prayer will be considered 
valid but undesirable). (Nisaab Ahle-Qidmaath). 

INJUNCTIONS OF WUZU (Ablution) 

WATER: The water used for Wuzu and Ghusul 
should be clear, smell and taste. 

MAKE INTENTION (NIYYAT): 

"Atawazau lirafayil Hadas" 

FARD (ORDAINED) PARTS OF WUZU: 

There are four Fard (Ordained) Parts of Wuzu. 

1 . Washing the whole face once. 

2. Washing both the arms including elbows once. 

3. Washing both the feet including ankles once. 

4. Passing of wet hands (Masah) 
over One-fourth of the head. 



INJUNCTION OF TAHARAH (Ritual Purity) 



SUNNAT (CUSTOMARY) ACTS OF WUZU: 

There are thirteen sunnats 
(Customary) acts of Wuzu. 

1. To make Niyyat (intention) 

2. To recite Bismillah. 

3. To clean the teeth with Miswak (tooth stick). 

4. Wash each part three times. 

5. Wash both hands upto and including the wrists. 

6. Rinsing the inner mouth. 

7. Washing the inner part of nose. 

8. To comb the beard with wet fingers. 

9. Passing wet fingers between the fingers of hands and feet. 

1 0. Passing of wet hands (Masah) over the whole head. 

11. Passing of wets hands (Masah) around the ears. 

12. To maintain an uninterrupted cotinuity. 

13. To obseve the sequence. 

MUSTAHABATH AND MAKRUHAT: 

There are nine Mutahabat (desirable) and 
ten Makruhat (undesirable) in Wuzu 
(See Rahbar-e-Namaz). 

THINGS THAT NULLIFY WUZU: 

1 . Discharge of blood or pus from the body. 

2. Passing gas from the rectum. 

3. Discharge of urine or excreta. 

4. Throwing out a mouth full of vomit. 

5. Discharge of any other thing from the place of 
discharge of urine or excreta. 

6. Sleeping, either in a posture of lying down or 
resting the body against some support. 

7. Loss of consciousness. 

8. Insanity (Going mad). 

9. Audible laughter during Salat 

(exception: an adult person's namaz-e-janaza).

Haiz(Menses) The monthly bleeding from the overies by an 
adult women is Haiz (menses). The period lasts for a minimum of 3 
days and 3 nights and for a maximum of 1 days and 1 nights. It shall 
be continued as a period of 10 days, for a women who has no fixed 
period. 

Age of Haiz (Menses) The minimum age for the start of menses 
is 9 years and the maximum age is 55 years. Some women may 
continue menses even after 55 years. 

The Sign of Maturity When a girl starts her menstrual 
period or when she did not start her menstrual period but become 
pregnant, but had a wet dream in which she had sexual intercourse 
with a man and linked it and had some discharge. In all these three 
circumstances, she has matured. But, in case not one of all these 
three circumstances did happen, but she has reached 15 years of 
age.then too she shall be deemed as having matured. 
ISHTIHAZA (The blood disease) If the bleeding is for 
less than 3 days or for more than 1 days, it is not menses but Istihaza 
(the blood of disease), in which case, Salath (Namaz) and Jama 
(Intercourse) are permissible. Haiz (Menses) and Nifas (after birth 
discharge) are discharged from the ovaries whereas the bleeding of 
Istihaza is dueto a rupture of an artery orvein. 
NIFAS (after birth dischrge) The discharge of blood 
after the delivery of a child from the ovaries is called Nifas. The 
maximum period of Nifas is 40 days and the minimum has no limit. The 
bleeding which continues after 40 days is Istihaza. The bleeding which 
takes place during pregnency is also Istihaza. ABORTION : If abortion 
takes place when the child is still a piece of flesh and no body parts had 
formed, even then itshall be deemed as Nifas 
POSITION during Haiz One can touch the Quran if it is in a 
"Joosdan (Box or Bag)". Ateacher can teach the Quran, One word ata 
time. Salath (Namaz) is excused completely during Haiz (menses) but 
there is Qaza for Rozas (Fasts). Sexual intercourse is Haram during 
Haiz and it is makrooh Tahreemi to look at woman who are naked from 
the neval to the knees or to touch the naked body parts with one's 
body. (It is possible to take advantage and massage other parts of the 
body). It is permissible to sleep with a women who is undergoing her 
menstal period or to let her cook the meals is also possible. 
The Colour of Haiz Whatever colour of discharge during 
Haiz (menses) may be like Orange, Green, Grey or black, it shall be 
deemed as Haiz only. When the discharge becomes white, then it 
shall be deemed that she clean from Haiz.HASTE IN BATHING : 
Bathe as soon as Haiz or Nifas stops and start performing Salath 
(Namaz). Some women wait for 40 days after delivery which is wrong 
and incorrect. 

Intercourse (Jama) A women who has the habit of 10 days 
menstrual period is permitted to have intercourse, as soon as her 
menses stop without even taking a bath. Awomen who has the habit of 
a less than 10 days menstrual period is not permitted to have 
intercourse before taking a bath after her menses stop or it is 
permissible for her to have intercourse after the passing of one Salath 
(Namaz) time, without even taking a bath. If menses stop before the 
habitual days, then intercourse is permissible after the passing of one 
Salath (namaz). 

The Clean Days The Clean days are "Ayyam-e-Tahar" means 
the days a women can stay clean. Awomen stays clean for at least 1 5 
days between two menstrual periods and the maximum period has no

Then come out the Toilet 
placing the right footfirst and recite this Dua. 

"ALHAMDULILLAHILLAZIAZHABA ANILAZAAWAAAFANI" 
Do not enter toilet without covering your head and Feet. 
Quantity of impurity which can be excused 
Major Impurities : Solid impurity like excreta, blood, pus etc. 
excusable upto 5 grams on one's body or cloths. Liquid impurity like 
Urine, Alcohol etc. is excusable if it is of the size of one rupee coin or of 
the quantity which can be held in the hollow of a palm. 
Minor Impurities : The Urine etc. of Halal animals is excusable if it 
covers less than one fourth part of the clothes. Mas-ala : Namaz may 
be considered valid but undesirable (Makrooh Tahreemi) with in the 
quality of impurity mentioned. Mas-ala : The Urine and umit of a small 
baby is also impurity. When dried semen, Haiz (menses), Nifas (after 
birth discharge) excreta etc. is scrached off from a cloth, it is deemed 
as clean though the spot may remain. Wet semen, Haiz etc. on a cloth 
have to be washed and cleaned with water to be deemed as clean . 

INJUNCTION FOR WUZU 

The water Should be clear of colour, smell and taste Make 
intension (Niyath) " ATAWAZZAU LIRATAFAYIL HADAS" 
Fard (Ordained): 1. Wash the Face 
Wash both hands including elbows. 

3. Pass wet hands (masah) over one fourth of the head. 

4. Wash thefeet including ankles. 

TAYAMMUM Niyath : ATAYAMMAMU LIRAFAYIL HADAS 
After making Niyath, Strike both hands on pure earth orwall and pass 
the dusty hand over the face. Strike second time and pass over the 
arms including the elbows. Acts which nullify wazu, also nullify 
tayammum. Tayammum also nullifies when there no valid reason or 
disease for Tayammum. Tayammum is the substitute for wazu and 
Ghusul. Tayammum of ghusul is valid till such time when ghusul 
becomes obligatory.

Masjid :a Ihe best place among all the places on earth. 
Masjid is the holy house of ALLAH TAALA on the 
earth.Tne fard Namaz performed in the Mas] id is 70 
times more greater than the Fard Namaz performed 
at home. Those people who give lessons of Quran or 
makes speeches or give advice in me Masjid and 
those people who hear them, both are rewarded with 
the Sawaab of a Jihad. The Service of a Masjid:To 
populate a Masjid is the symbol of Imaan and the 
sign of being a Jannati.By cleaning a Masjid, one's 
heart become clean and bright.Removing the dirt 
from the Masjid is paying the Maher of a "Haor" 
fnbfami.One who spreads perfume in the Masjid is a 
Jannatj fAbuDswxxst, To arrange for lights in the masjid 
is to light our tomb :a&l Da««d). Entering the 
Masjid; Entering the Masjid after perfwrnirig Wudia, 
with all due respect, by placing the right foot first, 
then recite this Dua:

Eating, 
Drinking and sleeping is prohibited (If is allowed 
during Aitekaf). It is makrooh (not desirable) to keep 
the Masjid closed (It is permitted if there is the fear of 
dacoty}. To buy or sell, take or give is prohibited. To 
talk about wordly things is prohibited To feel proud, 
tospil in the Masjid. to beg etc., all are prohibited. 
THE RULES OF KHUTBA PrphiMed things: As 
soon as the khateeb (khutba deliver) walks towards 
the mimber (pulpit), from that moment all kinds of 
Zikr. Tasbeeh, Tilawal, Salaam, Kalaam should be 
stopped immediately. Sit in the posters of the 
"Qaida" as in the Namaz. fold your hands 

and listen to the khutba attentively. 
The language of the Khutba: Khutba should be in 
Arabic language. Adding any other language is 
against Sunnat-e-Moukkida and is Makfooh-e- 
Tahreemi. 

Wajib: Listening to the khutba from start to end is 
obligatory Be far or near, whether you can hear the 
khulba or not, be completely attentive towards the 
khulba. 



Makrooh-e-Tahreerni: Any deed which can causa 
disruption in listening during the khutba is Makrtw*i-e- 
Tahnestni, Ealing, Drinking, Walking. Talking, Salaam, 
Kalaam, Zikr, Tasbeeh. Titawat or even oBferirig Nafil 
Namaz or telling a Sharayi mas-ala s alse Maknwb-e- 
Tahr&ami, Entering the Masjid after camrrencemeni nf Ihe 
khulba Is Makrooh-e-Tahreemi. The stale of khutba is Ilka 
that of Namaz: All ihose deeds which are pmhibited in the 
state of namaz are also prohibited in Ihe state of khutba. If 
khutba starts when one is offering Sunnat Namaz. he 
should shorten the Namazand complete itatonce. 
ThO rnathod of sitting: When hearing Ihe- Khulba, Sit as in 
The state of Qaida as m Namaz and fold your hands.Leave 
your hands and place them on your thighs when hearing the 
sewc-nd khutba. 

BEWARE During the khulba, preventing others from 
talking. IHawaL tasbeeh etc.. is also regarded as talking. 
Other Khuibas; KhuBja-e-Juma'a, Khirtta-e-isBsQa and 
Khutba-e-N<kah. listening to all Khutbas ts Wajib 
(Obligatory). Duraod-e-Shareef: During the Khutba. If the 
Prophet's name is mentioned utter Durood-e-Shaneer in 
your heart.

Coffin & Bathing of the Corps 



The Method of placing the Corps: 

When the Spirit departs then straighten the hands and legs 

* The cloth may be tied from below the chin to the head 

* The eyes may be closed by chanting Bismillahi Va Ala Millate Rasulallah 

* The head may be directed towards East and the legs towards West and the body rested 

* Both the forefingers of the legs may be tied. 

* A clean bedsheet may be covered 

* Those men and women requiring bath may disperse away from the place 

* The place near the Corps may be well scented 

* The reading of Holy Quran near the Corps is forbidden but the same 
Can be read at quite some distance* 

The Method of Bath: 

It is better that a pious person, who is the close relative of the dead person may give bath to the Corps. 

* Only those persons who are giving bath only may remain near the Corps. 

* The Beri leaves may be used in the water and boiled. 

* The wooden cot (Takhtha) may be washed and cleaned and scent may be spread over 
it and the corps may be laid over it in such a way that its legs may be towards South and 
the head towards North or as it is convenient and then the clothes may be removed 
cloth may be placed from abdomen to the ankle level. 

* The person giving bath (Ghassal) may wrap the cloth over his hands and wash the 
private parts with it. 

* Then should perform the Wazu 

* There is no need to pour water in the nostrils and mouth but it can be cleaned with a wet 
cloth and clean the teeth, mouth and nose. 

* Some cotton or cloth may be placed in the mouth, nose and ear so as not to allow water 
to enter in the body and then the body, head and the beard may be well-washed with 
soap.

Meaning: I am under the orders' of Allah and obey to wash the corps so as to enable 
the corps to clean itself and enable it perform the Namaze Janaza. 

* The Corps may be turned to the right hand side and the Neem leave mixed and boiled 
water may be poured from the head to the toes fro three times (This is the first bath of 
the corps). 

* Second time the corps may be turned to the left hand side and the water may be poured 
from head to the toes (This is the second bath) 

* The third time the corps may be supported at the back and a little bit lifted and slowly the 
stomach may be washed to the ground and if any latrine is come out the same may be 
washed and cleaned and this in any way does not nullify the Wazu performed earlier 

* Then turn the corps to the right hand side and pour the water mixed with Kafoor from head 
to the toes for three times (this is the third wash completed). 

* The corps may be dried well with a dry cloth and placed it over the coffin which is spread 
over the Takhtha. 

* (It is sufficient to simply pour water over the decomposed bodies.) 

The Method of wrapping in Coffin: 

The male coffin has three cloths. 1 . Bed sheet 2. Tahband. 3. Kafni (The Bedsheet should 
be of such length that it should cover the head to toe). The tahband should be shorter 
than the bedsheet. The Kafni should be from the neck to the toes. The bedsheet may be 
spread over the mat and the coffin may be spread over it. Then the Kafni may be spread 
over the Tahband and half the kafni should be placed at the head. Then the corps may 
be laid over it. Then the bed sheet may be wrapped first from right side. The rags of the 
cloth may be tied to the coffin from legs, back and the head. 

Female Coffin has the following clothes: 

1 . Bedsheet 2. Tahband 3. Kafni 4. Waist-closset 5. Scarf (Waist-closset should be from the 
waist to the legs and the scarf should be half yard length and one foot wide). The bedsheet may 
be spread over the mat and the waist-closset over the bedsheet then the Tahband may be 
spread over the waist-clossed and over it may be spread the kafni like the male coffin is spread. 
After putting the coffin to the corps the hairs may be divided into two parts and they may be 
spread over right and left hand sides of the kafni and then the scarf may be spread over the hairs 
so as to completely hide the hairs and then the Tahband may be wrapped. Each part of cloth 
should lie in such a way that the right hand part should lie over the left hand side cloth. The rags t* <4I 
of the cloth may be tied with the coffin from the lower part of the legs and then back and the upper 
portion of the head and tied.

The Imam should take the permission from the 

guardian of the corps and should stand in front and 

conduct Niyyat for the Namaze Janaza and should 

pronounce four times Takbiraat and perform the 

Namaz.AfterthefirstTakbeershould read Sana 

Ta-uzTasmia 

3* After the second Takbeer the Daroode Ibrahim 

* After the third the prayer for the Janaza 

* After the fourth Takbeer must turn to Salam and 
end the Namaze Janaza 

* (There is neither Rukooh nor any Sijda in the 
Namaze Janaza). During the Namaz, the Daroode 
Ibrahim and the prayer may be slowly read. 

The Method of Burial: 

The grave is of two kinds: 

1,'Lahed' i.e. Bughli in which grave in the depth an 

arch is made towards the Western direction 

(towards Qibla). 
2.'Shakh' i.e. the grave of box type. 

At the time of burial of a female corps it is essential 

to abserve strict Pardah (veil) 
sfc The grave should be of the height of a person or more 
sk Even upto the Waist or back will also suffice 
*£ The width should be equal to half the height or 

even less will suffice. Scent or rose water may be 

spread in the grave 
sfc The corps may be lowered from the Qibla side 

(Western side) in the grave slowly by chanting in 

such a way that the head should point towards the 

North and the legs towards the South.

sfc And outside the graveyard should pray for all the 

dead persons and the Ummate Mohammedia. 



Listof Items Required forTajheez &Takfeen: 

1 . The land for the grave may be dug to the required 
size, stone, Kadiyan to be place inside the grave 
and at the forehead and at the Painti side two 
stones, Water pos should be made available at the 
grave site. 

2. Bathing of the corps: The arrangement for a 
person or persons to bath the corps may be 
arranged. Beri leaves and Kafoor, Scent, Surma, 
Scented sticks, Oodh (with oodh-dan) and coal for 
buring. 

3. Board (Dola): Veil for the bathing (Qannat with 
roof). Instruments of excavation as required. The 
persons giving bath may be as less as possible. 
Arrangements for their sitting may be made. 

4. The cloth for the coffin. Mat, Bedsheet for covering 
the Dola (for females red and for males green or 
white cloth.) Flowerorchid, and flowers. 

5. Reading of Quran: The Quran may be chanted at a 
distance away from the corps. Quran parts, 
arrangement for sitting, Shatranjis, bedsheets, 
Scented sticks. 

6. The selection of the Vali for performance of the 
Namaze Janaze or anyone saint to perform the 
Namaz. 

7. If the corps is required to be taken to a distant place, 
arrangement for a lorry or transport to be arranged . 

8. If the burial is to take place in the night, 
arrangement for the light be made (Petromax, 
Battery etc.). 

9. Persons who will lower the corps in the grave who 
should be near relative or who are the Maharam be 
selected well in advance. 

10. After the burial wheat, bread and salt may be 
distributed among the poor and the needy persons. 

11. The food, rice, bread, etc., may be sent to the 
house of the berieved family. 

12. The Dola and the board if brought on rent may be 
returned back. 

13. Immediately after the death, information may be 
passed on to the press with brief particulars and with 
the details of time of burial and theNamaze Janaze. 

14. The MCH may be informed immediately and the 
Death Certificate may be obtained. 

15. Those persons visiting the berieved family may 
express their sorrow and grief and should console 
them. It should be strictly observed that one does 
not cry to the extent possible and should pray for the 
dead person to rest in peace
